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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-21 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The 1 12, 1®' paragraph rejection in the nonfinal office action mailed 12/10/2009 
has been withdrawn In light of the response received 4/08/2010 as well as the phone 
Interview with attorney of record Ryan Smith on 5/27/2010. The 1 12, 1st paragraph 
rejection was presented due to a concern that the hydraulic chamber being provided 
with a pressure would work against the disclosed motor and thereby not provide the 
function claimed and disclosed. The arguments as well as the Interview have clarified 
this Issue In that each the motor and the hydraulic chamber each have their respective 
supply lines and valves such that the hydraulic chamber is provided a pressure or a 
reduction of pressure corresponding to the movement of the motor such that hydraulic 
chamber pressure acts In serial with and in conjunction with, not against, the motion of 
the motor such that the load of the motor is reduced. Support for this is also found In the 
specification. Therefore, the 112, 1st paragraph rejection of the nonfinal mailed 
12/10/2009 has been withdrawn and the case is in condition for allowance.
